Such Averh words in which 
Judge Taylor in a judgment given in 
the District courr this morning, sus- 
tained an appeal from the convictior 
of A. R. Chisholm by the police mag 
istrate of Edmonton for violation of 
the by-law regulating the removal 
and alteration of buildings in the city. 

The judgment says: 

“The appellant wished to make a 
terations in a wooden building — in- 
side the first-class fire limits, but was 
refused permission by the building in- 
spector. Nothwithstanding ‘this, he 
continued to make the alterations, and 
he was convicted: and find for so do- 
ing. 

“The repairs he wished to mak: 
would not prolong the life of the 
structure, but only improve its ap- 
pearance.” 

The object of the by-law is to pre- 
vent fire, and Judge Taylor said that 
he could conceive that it might be 
crite competent for the council to 
pass a bylaw to prohibit the altera- 
‘ion of a building which might tend 
to prolong the life of a building or 
to increase the fire risk. 

Oakshutt Case. { 

Judgment was handed out in the 
District Court this morning in the 
ease of Oakshutt vs. the City of Hd- 
monton by his Honor Judge ‘Taylor. 

The. plaintiff was .an emplovee of 
the Waterwork Department, and was 
disinissed for absenting himself with- 
out leave. 

He sued the Corporation for $70, 
Heine one month's wages in lieu of 
notice, and $325 for wrongful dismiss- 
al. The case was dismissed with 
costs.

Man Saved Himself From Falling 
One Mile in Mine’s Shaft 


Calumet, .Mich., Aug. 31—One of

ON CITY’S CHARITY. 


Why Don't People Complain of 
Others Besides the Isolation 
Hospital, Asks M.H.O. 


HOW DISEASES SPREAD 


Dr, Whitelaw Cites a Case Where 
Little Girl Brought in Chick- 
enpox—Another Got It 


To illustrate the trouble that the 
authorities of the isolation hospital 
have to contend with in connection 
with the danger of patients contract- 
ing other infectious diseases while 
being treated for the one they were 
admitted for, a case in point which 
occurred recently may be cited. A 
man named Joseph H. Cooper, of 
Isabella Street, recently had a child 
suffering from diphtheria taken to the 
isolation hospital and placed in the 
diphtheria ward. After the child had 
been about eight days in the hospi- 
tal, symtoms of chicken-pox develop- 
ed, and the child was removed to a 
semi-private wara. 

Mr. Cooper at once claimed that 
the child contracted the second dis- 
ease in the hospital, but it was point- 
ed out to him that chicken-pox never 
develops until fourteen days after it 
is contracted. Therefore, when Mr. 
Cooper's child was admitted, she had, 
besides diphtheria, chicken-pok in an 
embronic stage. 

Shortly after the admission of the 
child to the hospital, the little one 
struck up an acquaintance with an- 
other diphtheric patient, with the re- 
sult that they were on one occasion 
allowed to sleep together. ‘This is 
not an infrequency in the isolation 
hospital, and it is not considered dan- 
serous, but in this case the child 
which slept with Mr. Cooper's child 
showed symptoms of chicken-pox ex- 
actly fourteen days after the two 
slept together. 

This shows that in spite of the ut- 
most vigilance and care that patients 
suffering from one disease may con- 
tract another. 

In the Frenk Tloffman's 
daughter, who died after a succession 
of diseases, alleged to have been 
contracted in che hospital, and Mr. 
Jamies Furlong, «0 contracted small 
pox while suffering from measles, the 
writs have not been issued, and it is 
a question whether they will be, as 
the city’s case seems very strong. 

‘Dr, Whitelaw, the medical health 
officer thinks the: people aim at the 
iselation hospital simply because it 
is a city instituiion. 

Why isn’ action taken against the 
other city hospitals, when incidents 
of this nature arise? They take ac 
tion against the isolation hospital just 
because it is a city institution, and not 
a charitable one,” said he.

INDIAN DESPERADO 
HUNTED WiTH GUNS 


Joseph Blackhand, Escaped From 
Mounted Police, But Was 
Caught on Reserve 


THREE SHOTS WERE FIRED 


And Third One Wounded Him— 
In Hospital With Constable 
on Guard 


Prince Albert, Aug. 31.—Joseph 
Blackhand, a Sioux desnerado, is 
Victoria Hospital with Mounted po- 
licemen assisting the nurses to care 
for him, Blackhand was two weeks 
ago sentenced to a year in jail for 
horse-stealing by the Duck — Lake 
Court. While waiting for the train 
the Indian went under guard to a 
lavatory, escorted by special Consta- 
ble Taviolette. Nearby was a fence, 
and taking a running start Blackhand 
sealed it and got away. 

Saturday he was located on a re- 
serve near Duck Lake, and Sergt. 
Reves, Constable Dorin and Laviol- 
ette made a night march to the re- 
serve, arriving about daybreak, and 
started searching. 

Sunday as they lifted a blanket 
Blackhand rolled out from under the 
canvas side of a tepee and_ started 
to run. Police pursued and challeng- 
ed the Indian to halt, and as he con- 
tinued Constable Dorin fired twice 
over the desperado’s head. The 
third shot shattered the Indian's left 
arm, He stumbled several times, 
but continued running until he fell 
and was captured. The Indian who 
called himself Almighty Voice, is a 
crack shot, and a descendant of the 
Indian band who participated in the 
Custer Massacre. He had bragged 
he would never be taken alive, and 
was within a few feet of the place 
where he had concealed his repeating 
rifle and knife. when brought to earth 
and it is hardly to be doubted that 
had he reached his arms unhurt, he 
would have beey the victim of his 
own weapons.

Prisoner at Penitentiary Made a

WENT OVER TWO MILES 


Was Caught By Mounted Police-

Charles Landon, alias Rider, former- 
ly of Red Deer, who is serving a seven 
year sentence in the penitentiary for 
horse stealing, took advantage of an 
opening to escape from custody yes- 
terday afternoon, but was recaptured 
an hour and a half later by Constable 
Warrier, of the Mounted Police, at 
a point about two and a half miles 
east along the bank of the river. 

Tandon was one of the convicts 
working on the penitentiary coal 
mine.

The convict started off, but 
when he got to a point which was 
out of the sight of the guard he made 
for the bushes. Guard Schell just got 
a glimpse of him as he plunged into 
the brush, so did not have time to 
fire on him. An alarm was quickly 
sounded and all the other convicts 
were locked in their cells, so as to 
enable the guards to take part in the 
chase. 

The mounted and city police were 
at once made acquainted with the facts 
and six of the former were detailed to 
assist in the chase. Arriving at the 

penitentiary the policemen parted,

WILL SAVE THE CITY’S MONEY 


| Meeting of the City Council Was Held Last Night.- 


Routine Business Transacted 


The council meeting last night was trict was submitted to the council iby 


one of the shortest that thas taken 
place for some time, the adjournment 
being reached before half past nine. 
There was nothing very important up 
for discussion, the adoption of com- 
missioners’ reports which ‘this time 
were very few in number, strange to 
say, taking up most of the time. 

On the advice of the commission- 
ers the single end type of eléctric 
car will in the future be used by the 
city, and the cars 'that are now under 
course of construction by the Ottawa 
Car Company owill be ‘changed from 
the double end system to the single. 
According to the report of the com- 
missioners on the subject ‘the com- 
pany was agreeable to making the 
change, but stipulated that $45 per 
car extra would have to be paid to 
cover the cost of so doing. Later the 
company reduced the amount to $24. 

The report went on'to state: We 
have now given ‘the above subject 
our careful consideration and recom- 
mend that the change in style of cars 
be adopted and that from the ‘time 
these cars are delivered our street 
railway system be operated on ‘the 
single end plan. ([his will involve 
constructing wyes or loops at the 
ends of all lines. We estimate that 
for the system as now operated or 
as it is about to ‘tbe extended there 
would be five such terminals and that 
the cost of same would be approxi- 
mately $1990 each year if wyes are 
used or Srroo each if loops are used. 
These respective amounts according 
to which terminal is installed would 
represent the additional tcapital ex- 
penditure to finish ‘the lines for opera- 
tion of single end cars. 

Notwithstanding the increase in 
cost of about $24 perscar to apply on 
the six cars now under order there 
would be a saving in the electric 
equipment for the six cars of at least 
$4000, this on the basis of four-motor 
singlé end equipments, 


} You will note from the above that 


the saving in cost of equipment be- 
tween double end and single end cars 
would soon pay for the cost of wyes 
or loops at the ends of the lines and 
the method of operation being sim- 
pler and more direct we feel that ‘the 
service would be improved if operated 
on that plan. We therefore recom- 
mend that the single end plan, be 
adopted=and request authority to pro- 
ceed,

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LEPROSY MAKING 
ITS LAST STAND 


Science Isolates Leprosy Bacilli 
and Will Now Try to Find 
Serum for Cure 


Washington, ‘D:C., Aug. 31.—Lep- 
rosy, the unconquered scourge of the 
age, is making what is believed to ‘be 
its last stand against science. From 
Molekai, the coal island prison of the 
plague-stricken. district in the Hawa- 
jian group, a few words have been 
flashed half-way around the world to 
Washington telling of an achieve- 
ment accounted second only to the 
discovery of the lepra bacillus ‘by 
Hansen in 1879, 

Three surgeons of the United States 
public-health and marine hospital ser- 
vice, after months of unremitting toil, 
have grown Jepra bacilli in pure cul- 
ture outside the human body, and in 
tiny thin glass tubes in the labora- 
tory the loathsome germs are now 
growing in their third generation. 

Four times the scientists have tak- 
en the infection from the body of a 
leper and artificially propagated the 
bacillus on beef broth, egg or the 
amoeba of the intestines of a guinea 
pig. 

‘The work of Dr. Moses T. Clegg, 
who declared less than a year ago at 
Manila that he had found that the 
bacillus out of the human body could 
be propagated, is verified and ex- 
tended. 

Dr. Clegg has been rushed from 
the ‘Manila scientific station to Mole- 
kai to assist in the experiment. 

(This achievement of the scientists 
at the government leprosy investiga- 
tion station is the first step in the 
production of a vaccine or a serum for 
the cure or prevention of leprosy. 
Precisely the same ground has been 
taken as was adopted by the men 
who evolved the diphtheria anti-toxin 
and the serum for tetanus, In cach 
of these cases, the growing of the 
germs in pure culture has tbeen the 
stepping stone to the cure.

METHODIST CONFERENCE

Sessions Held Yesterday at Which 
Many Important Affairs Were 
Discussed 


Victoria, B.C.,. Aug. 31—At the 
morning session of the general con- 
ference of the Methodist Church yes- 
terday, a. memorial to admit women 
into the conference, was under discus- 
sion for a lively ten minutes. It was 
a delicate thing to handle directly, so 
the opposers plead that it was too 
important to take up after so many 
delegates had left. Justice MacLaren 
thought it was a constitutional ques- 
tion and might prejudice the union 
negotiations. The vote stood thirty- 
four in favor and sixty-four against. 

The recommendation for quarterly 
boards to make provision for an an- 
nual vacation for the pastor carried 
enthusiastically. 

Provision is made for home regular 
annual congregational mectings to 
hear reports and consult about the 
work of the church, Associate superin- 
tendents of the Sunday Scheol are 
made members of the quarterly board 
if members of the church. 

‘A Layman’s Association asked that 
their proceedings be read before the 
conference, not only for “information” 
as at present, but for consideration. 
Considerable debate was stirred up by 
them. 

Several Jaymen spoke claiming that’ 
they did not have a fair chance to 
be heard by the conference, and de- 
claring that if this were turned down 
a line of cleavage would be tnade be- 
tween the laymen and the ‘ministers. 

The report of the temperance and 
moral reform department came up this 
afternoon. Race track gambling was 
condemned. °©H. H. Miller, M.P., was 
honorably mentioned for his assist- 
ance in applying for legislation. Re- 
grets were expressed over the opposi- 
tion to the Lill by the minister of 
justice. 

Strong disaproval was expressed 
against the practice of employing In- 
dians for exhibition purposes in West- 
ern Canada. The department of In- 
dian affairs is to be urged to pre- 
vent the transportation of intoxicating 
liquors into any province of Canada 
under prohibition law.
